Man Escape* Prison by

Hattiesburg-, Miss., Dec. 16— 


(Special) — Ten minor children 
whose father was killed in an 
automobile accident were bene- 
ficiaries today of a strange ar- 
rangement by which a man con- 
victed of manslaughter for their 
father's death traded a prison 
sentence for his promise to con- 
tribute to their support until they 
are 18. 


The man who escaped, a prison 


term by agreeing to ease the 
mother's financial burden is W. H. 
Sherrill, 29, a Pacific war veteran, 
and himself the father of two 
children. A jury of 12 war vet- 
erans la«t week found Sherrill 
guilty of manslaughter in the 
traffic death last September of 
John D. Gardnes. 


Pays $50 a Month 


The term to \vhich Sherrill might 


have been sentenced under the con- 
\dction was two to 20 years. The 
agreement he made with County 
Judge William Haralson in lieu of 
sentence was to pay Gardner's 
•widow $5 monthly for the support 
of each child until such child 
reaches 18. 


The children are John Jr., 16; 


Octavia, 14; Wilmer, 13; Margaret 
and Marion, twins, 11; Joseph, 9: 
Archie, 8: Betty, 6; Dorothy, 4, 
and Robert, 3.

rill will have paid 54,615 by the 
time Robert, the youngest, reaches 
his 18th birthday in 1961. provided 
that all the children live to the age 
c>f 18 and that Sherrill lives up to 
his agreement. 


Sentence Is Deferred 


Judge Haralson disclosed this 


plan for allowing Sherrill to settle 
criminal liability through money 
payments when Sherrill appeared 
before him today to receive sent- 
ence. The judge said Imposition 
of sentence will be deferred in- 
definitely while the payments are 
in progress. 


Gardner's widow, who appeared 


in court, said she and her brood 
now occupy a three room home 
about 15 miles from Hattiesburg 
in Perry county. Her sole source 
of income since her husband's 
death, she said, has been $30 a 
•week earned by John Jr., in a 
Hattiesburg bakery. 


She expects to receive $3,000

JDecision Called Wise

"While this is the first time in 


the history of Mississippi juris- 
prudence that such a beneficient 
proposal has been made to one 
found guilty of 
manslaughter." 


Wingo said, "I a^n confident that 
a, vast majority of our citizenship 
will not only approve, but applaud 
the wisdom and logic." 


Sherrill commented: "I think it 


is the best decision ever made by a 
judge."

The reason 
is simple and compelling:

suit may well determine not only 
the validity of America's current 
bumper crop of "adults only" ren- 
tal agreements, but also the fu- 
ture jeopardv in which parenthood 
may place non-homeowners. 


The United States as a political 


entity has a stake in the settle- 
ment. For both a high birth rate 
and effective protection of private 
propel ty rights are in the national 
interest; and certainly one or the 
other seems doomed to a curtail- 
ment, 
however temporary and 


however justified, regardless of 
how the courts rule as to the val- 
idity of baby-exclusion clauses in 
rental contracts. 


The significance of the case is, 


then, considerable. 
And the facts 


are highly interesting. 


Marvin Court, a 26-year-old war 


veteran, rented an apartment on 
a month-to-month basis in Cleve- 
land early last year, verbally ac- 
cepting a stipulation which pro- 
hibited children—this at a time 
when his wife was pregnant. (This 
apparently contradictory circum- 
stance Mr. Court explains by say- 
ing he had no children, not being 
asked whether he was expecting 
and and not specifically being told 
that he must move should his wife 
give birth while residing in the 
apartment house.) 


In the summer of 1945 a baby 


was born to the Courts, and evic-

Once again the landlord appeal- 


ed, this time to the Ohio Supreme 
Court, where the lower-court de- 
ciswn was reversed by a 4-3 ma- 
jority. 


The State Supreme Court now

Gels Job Now on 


Arms Reduction 


Assembly Ends Session at 


Noon; 
Arms, Atom 


Steps Significant 


New York, Dec. 16—(AP)—The 


United Nations assembly turned 
over to the 11-niem.ber security 
council today the monumental 
task of setting into motion a pro- 
gram for reducing- the armies of 
mass destructive weapons of war. 


Ending an historic eight-weeks' 


. session at 12:44 a. m., the top 


diplomats of 54 nations gave the 
world its first concrete hope for 
outlawing war and then heade<3 
for home after writing another 
chapter in man's long search for 
peace. 


The next regular meeting will 


be held in New York next Sept. 
16, but the assembly may be call- 
ed into special session in six 
months to approve 
world-wide 


arms reductions which the secur- 
ity council is to plan in detail. 


In the assembly hall at Flush- 


ing Meadow Park, the world's dip- 
lomats gave a solemn pledge that 
their countries would support im- 
mediate steps to reduce their 
armed forces and prohibit the use 
of the atomic bomb. 


Agreement Significant 


This was regarded as the most 


significant achievement of the ai- 
•enibly. 
But almost equally as 


significant was the attainment of 
^virtually 
unanimous 
agreement 


among . delegates, a unanimity 
that had been conspiciously lack- 
ing- since the United Nations was 
born. 


For the first time since hostili- 


ties ended, delegates agreed there 
was an increase in cooperative 
•pirit between Soviet Russia and 
the western powers. 


There was evidence in some re- 


•pects of a softening of Russian 
policy and the diminishing of So- 
viet suspicions. Delegates agreed 
generally that U. S. Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes contribut- 
ed "greatly to this by disclosing 
voluntarily the number and posi- 
tion of American troops on for- 
rsoil—information that Rus- 


Eought unsuccessfully to have 


•very nation give to the UN. 


This advancement in United 


Nations relations was keynoted 
toy Warren R. Austin, chief o* the 
U. S. delegation in the closing 
hours of the session. 


Auetin Hails Harmony 


"Starting with the ink and pa- 


per charter," Austin told fellow 
delegates, "we progressed froa» 
positive disagreement and skepti- 
cism as to the solution of the 
great problems confronting us, to 
a newly discovered harmony—to 
almost unanimous agreement 
I 


think that we liave established the 
essential reality of the United 
Nations." 


Later, the American delegate 


told the Associated Press: 


"The accomplishments of this 


cession give promise of the at- 
tainment of security without war 
—a peace that will prevail through 
the 
effective processes of the 


United Nations." 


A few minutes before the 54 


day assembly closed, it over-rode 
Russian opposition and approved 
a draft constitution for an inter- 
national refugee organization to 
care for Europe's estimated mil- 
lion homeless. A budget of S160,- 
000,000 was approved for its first 
year of operation. 


The United States was the first 


of the United Nations to adhere to 
the program. 
Other countries 


were expected to sign later today. 


Will Limit Arms 


It was against a backdrop of 


a borderless map of the world— 
symbol of one world that man is 
seeking—that delegates in plen- 
ary session made these major 
decisions: 
i 


1. Disarmament— ' 
Unanimously, the assembly ap-' 


voting privilege in the security 
council. 


The assembly, however, adopted 


a watered-down resolution urging 
the big five to use their veto 
power more sparingly so that -he 
11-nation security body's work 
would not be obstructed. 


Thus, for the time being, one of 


the longest and most complicated 
controversies of the peace-keep- 
ing agency was settled. 


During the past eleven months 


the veto was used eight times, 
seven by Russia alone and once 
jointly by Russia and 
France. 


The U. S. and 
Britain 
twice 


threatened to use the veto. 


The small 
nations' 
greatest 


complaint was that the veto was j 
thwarting the will of the majority. 


Blast Against Franco 


3. Spain— 
In its first concrete proposal 


against Generalissimo

Franco, the assembly recommend- 
ed that all member nations recall 
iheir ambassadors and ministers 
rom Spain and that present Mad- 
rid regime be barred from mem- 
bership in any organization start- 
ed by the U. N. or having rela- 
tionship with it.

and Afghanistan to U. N mem-

Adoption of an administrative

Strikes Will Deal 


Industry Big Blow 


Expiring Tax Provision 


May Place Big Load 


On Business 


Washington, Dec. 16 — '(AP) — 


Many corporations 
which 
were 


dealt financial blows by strikes 
during- 1946 will be even harder 
hit if there is a repeat round oi 
walkouts next year. 


Attd should a business setback 


develop—as some economists have 
predicted but others disputed—it 
will be tougher on many businesses 
than if it had occurred this year. 


Here's why: (But remember, all 


this has to do only with taxes paid 
by corporations; not with taxes 
paid by individuals.) 


The corporation tax relief pro- 


vision 
known 
as the 
"excess 


profits 
carry-back" expires 
on 


Dec. 31. 


This provision—written into an 


early wartime tax act in an effort 
to help business reconvert 
to 


peacetime pursuits—has been a 
cushion against falling postwar 
profits, whether due to strikes or 
other causes. 


StiU Get Tax Refunds 


Not all "carry-back"—or "carry- 


forward"—tax relief for business

will be dead at year's end, how- 
ever. 
Tax refunds can still be 


had for actual operating losses 
next year. But not for sub-stand- 
ard profits. 


The difference is this: 
If it costs a company more to 


operate in 1947 than that company 
takes in, it can get a refund on 
the taxes it paid on either 1945 or 
1946 profits. 
This is an "operat- 


ing loss cany-back." 


If the company didn't make a 


profit in either 1945 or 1946. and 
still doesn't in 1947, it can reduce 
the taxes on any profits it makes 
m 194S or 1949 by using its 1947 
oss as an 
nffspr 
Thit'? an 


"operating loss carry-forward." 


But if it makes a profit next 


vear, it won't get any refund—no 
matter if the profit is but a tiny 
fraction of what it made m the 
years just before the war. The 
reason: 1946 is the last year for 
relief under the "excess profits 
carry-back." 


The Expiring Proxision 


More about this expiring pro- 


vision: 


The excess profits tax—which 


didn't touch this year's earnings 
although the "carry-back" pro- 
vision applies to them—was a levy 
on "excess" profits resulting from 
\var. 


Whether a profit was "excess" 


was measured by a company's 
earnings 
between 
the 
pre-war 


years, 1936 and 1939. or by a 
specified return on its capital in- 
vestement. 


This measuring 
standard was 


known as the 
"excess 
profits 


credit." 


Earnings above the 
standard 


were taxed at 95 per cent, with 
provision for a 10 per cent post- 
war refund. Earnings below the 
standard paid the regular corpora- 
tion tax of no more than 40 per 
cent (beginning with this year's 
earnings, it went down to 38 per 
cent). 


If a corporation earned more 


than its excess profits credit for 
a couple of years and then earned 
less than the standard amount- 
though it turned a-v profit—the 
under-margin could be "carried

Here's an illustration of how it 


worked: 


Could Even it Cp 


The excess profits credit of a 


corporation which earned §40,000 a 
year during- us 1936-39 standard 
period would be S40 000. 
Now 


figure that it made $100,000 in 
1945. 


It then paid the regular corpora- 


tion income tax of 40 pei cent on 
the standard earnings of 540.000. 
That amounted to $16,000 


On the over-standard—Earnings 


of 560.000, it paid an excess pro- 
fits tax net (after taking: into ac- 
count the postwar lotuiuli cil oo 5 
per cent 
That amounted to SI51.- 


300 and with the $16.000 regular 
tax brought the company's total 
1945 federal tax bill to $67.300 


Now suppose that this year the 


.:ompany not only fell short of its 
standard earnings i$40.000). but- 
managed only to break even. It 
would owe nothing- for 1946 


Furthermore, 
t h a t 
company 


could reopen its 1945 tax return 
and—because it had no use tor its 
'xcess profits credit for 1946— 
apply that credit (S40.000) to its 
1945 profits. 


This would make ks 1945 stand- 


ard $80.000 fthe normal standard 
for 1945 plus the carried back 
standard for 1946). Hence there 
would be only $20.000 of its earn- 
ings subject to the 1945 excess 
profits tax at a net of 85.5 per 
cent. Now the amount owed on 
this score would be SIT,100. 


However, the 40 per cent regular 


tax would apply on the new $80.- 
000 standard, instead of the old 
$40,000. So the amount owed in 
regular taxes would be $32,000 
instead of $16,000 


Won't Know Right Away 


Thus the amended tax bill would 


be $17,000 plus $32,000, or $49,- 
100. But this compares with the 
$37,600 the company already paid. 
So the treasury would send the 
company a. refund check for $18.- 
200. 


Remember 
this: 
The 
excess 


profits tax law is a very compli- 
cated one. So any example such 
as this one above must be over- 
simplified. 


But it does show broadly how a' 


corporation which makes less than 
Its prewar profit standard this 
year can be helped financially by 
the carry-back. 


How many will be helped and by 


how much is impossible to tell 
now. For one reason, claims for 
refund based on 1945 sub-standard 
earnings fall due only today. It'll 
be months before even they are all 
checked and paid. 


But the Internal Revenue bureau 


says refund totals may amount to 
$2,000,000,000 for the entire post- 
war period.
